SUBJECT; Proposal for New Publication by Foreign Documents Division 

REFERENCE; Memorandum of Assistant Director for Operations to Advisor

1 . It is recognized that this type of publication places little or no 
additional workload on the Foreign Documents Division, since the analysts, as 
a part of their exploitation ewitivity, card this information for their own 
use. Only the editorial phase of the publication is additional workload. 

2 . The Assistant Directo r for Inte lligence Coordination expressed the 25X1 A 

opinion (verbally expressed by | | of that staff) that this publication 

need not be classified by an NSCID as a sei*vice of common concern. Therefore, 
it should be published and disseminated to such intelligence analysts in the 
Government who may have need for it. 

3. The Deputy Assistant Director for Collection and Dissemination stated 
that dissemination of this type of publication within the Agency and to other 
intelligence agencies is permissible under Agency dissemination policy. He 
further stated that the additional workload required within the Office of 
Collection and Dissemination was negligible and could be handled by the staff 
now on duty. 

4 . The additional workload placed on the Reproduction feicilities of the 
Agency is very small. It is anticipated that approximately 50O pages each 
being reproduced in 125 copies, or 72,500 impressions per year, would be pro- 
cessed. 

5. It is recommended that this series of issuances be approved for 
publication with the following conditions: 

a. If dissemination exceeds I50 copies or if the number of pages 

published increases greatly, the project be re-examined. 
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b. The transliteration tables now in process of publication as 
a separate series be included within this series, and both become a 


manual type publication.
